their program. 

They expressed themselves 
against associate membership in 
the International Union of Stu- 
dents, but they hoped that NFCUS 
would Icovc the door open for fur- 
ther negotiations. 



McGill advocates an active cam- 
paign for Government scholar- 
ships, whether they be from the 
Federal or the Provincial Govern- 
ment. 

The delegation came to Toronto 
with a definite aim in view. They 



are determined to "frame a pro- 
gram of concrete benefits to stu- 
dents", such as an employment 
bureau, and an investigation of 
the possibility of group life insur- 
ance for members of NFCUS. 
They felt that this is the most 



important work that NFCUS can 
do at the present. 

The McGill delegation c.xpressed 
their admiration for Toronto's ul- 
tra-new, ultrn-modcrn Subway, 
and for the Golluf .-'•"'litecture 
which they found 911 ' ■ ■î'mpus.

500 sTUDems see 

PROFESSORS' RRFT

Over 600 students crowde<l into 
the Union Ballroom Tuesday night 
to hear the first all professor raft 
debate ever held at AIcGill. 

Dr. G. I. Duthic, representing 
Arts, Dr. It. K. Holcomb for 
Science, Dr. S. Wagner for Engin- 
eering and Prof. K. Byrd for 
Commerce were placed on a hypo- 
thetical raft with provisions 
enough for only one of them. Each 
argued that he, as a representative 
of his faculty, should remain on 
the raft 

Dr. Duthie stated that in the 
name of common decency he .should 
be the man allowed to survive, 
since he was the only one of the 
four who could not swim. Speak- 
ing of the others, he said: 

"I'm sure of their gallantry." 

He also stated that, if all of 
them were to remain on the raft, 
he would most probably come to 
grief. 

"They say that in these cases' 
three or four days after the food 
runs out, the littlest one feels his 
frien<Is begin to eye him specula- 
tively," he said. 

Dr. Wagner, on the other hand, 
felt that he was the one who 
should be saved. As an engineer, 
he was the most versatile, best 
integrated and most useful to 
society of the four, he said. As 
an example of the accomplishments 
of the useful engineers, he cited 
the Montreal roads and the traffic 
department. 

Dr. Wagner asserted that an 



engineer had surely made the raft 
and that possession was nine 
tenths of the law. He calculated 
from this that each of his collea- 
gues owned 31/3% of the raft 
This did not give them much bar- 
gaining power, lie said, and there- 
fore he requested that they' li/kve 
his raft 

Professor Byrd stated that he ^ 
should be allowed to survive, since 
he was a Commerccman. Commer- 
ce couUl manage to recreate Arts, 
Science and Engineering if they 
were destroyed, he said, but none 
of them could recreate Commer- 
ce. 

"I trust there are other people 
in the word" said Professor Byrd, 
"because there arc no females on 
the raft." 

Dr. Holcomb stated that he had 
thought he was to treat the topic 
seriously, that it was- a serious 
matter, but that he saw that his 
colleagues were taking a frivolous 
view. He said that if one found 
oneself left in the conipany of 
men from Arts, Science and Com- 
merce, one would almost be temp- 
ted to throw oneself overboard. 

Dr. Holcomb felt that, because 
of his contributions to niankind, 
the scientist of the group should 
be «llowe<l to live. Everything in 
the physical world, he said, goes 
through the hands of chemists, 
physicists and other scientists. 

Where would the world be, he 
nsked, if chemists had never dis- 
covered the process of distillation.

— A nationwide compoign for government 
scholarships — federal and provincial — is likely to be the mojor 
project of the Notional Federation of Gariodian University Students 
for this year. 

A motion for such a càrhpoign wos passed unanimously by the 
Notionol Affairs Commission of.NFÇUS. Approval from tomorrow's 
plenary session is oil thot Is necessary to bring i the mondote into 
effect. The campaign would be organized by the University of 
Toronto. 

The Notional Affairs Commission also rejected McGill's proposal 
for on investigation into the pcKsibility of a group life insurance 
scheme for Canadian student&fitfi' 

The Commission on Administration and Finance rejected o pro- 
posal of the University of Western Ontario to change the voting pro- 
cedure at NFCUS conferences. Under their proposed plan, universities 
of over 4,000 would hove four votes, those with 1,500 to 4,000 students 
would hove three votes, ond those with on enrollment of less thon 
1,500 would have tvw) votes. Any university not paying its fees in full 
would hove only one vote. 



Constitutioiial 

McGill delegates proposed an 
other constitutional amendment 
■which 'would require delegates to 
the iNFCUS conference to be mem 
bers of their university's students' 
council. This was voted down but is 
expected to be brought up again 
as a motion of policy. 

lUS Membership 
In international affairs, the Com- 
mission decided to reject associate 
memlbersltip in the International 
Union of Students' nt this time 
Queen's cast the only dissenting 
vote. 

In further discussion of policy 
towards the lUS, it was decided to 
adopt four of the recommendations 
màdé by observers to the lUS con 
ference in Moscow as essential pre- 
vious conditions for NPCUS mem 
bership in the lUS. ; - 

These recommendations were 
that lUS change its policy towards 
membership, its voting procedure, 
location of the secretariat, political 
action, and documentation of re 
ports on student conditions: 
NFOUS particularly obJccU to the 
present policy of allowing minority 
groups to represent countries when 
the National Union of Students in 
that country is not a member of 
lUS. Such a policy would allow the 
LPF club congress to represent 
Canadian students. 

Power for Obs'ervers 
»' Another volley motion on the 
lUS, moved by Queen's, advocated 
"continued efforts ... to develop a 
workoble relationship with the 
lUS." Specifically, the motion pro- 
vided for a delegation of observers 
from NPGUS to attend the next 
lUS conference, with the power to 
accept lUS membership "on the 
basis of their satisfying the condi- 
tions recommended by the iNFOUS 
. observers to the . . . council in 
Moscow." 

The extent of the powers propo- 
sed for the ofbaervcTs was strongly 
attacked, and an amendment 
aimed at restriction of their power 
to that recommendation was de- 
feated only by the tie-breaking 
vote of the Commission chairman. 
The question of plenipotentiary 
power is expected to come under 
heavy fire again when the Com- 
mission^decision is 'reviewed in 
plenu7 session.

The Caput, made up of heads of 
the different faculties, said - it 
foutid that the Engineering Socie- 
ty had not carried out the respon- 
sibilities and duties of self-govern- 
ment and was therefore, "un- 
worthy of the rights and privi- 
leges of self-government." 

Extra-curricular activities have 
been placed under the council of 
the teaching body on that faculty, 
the Faculty of Applied Science 
and Engineering.

He 
emphasized that we have no rea- 
son to expect anything more from 
the Lord than our daily bread 
and the peace of God. "We have 
no right to pray for wealth, no 
right to pray for fame . . . We 
may only pray to know the Lord 
better — that he may increase 
and I may decrease." 

Professor McNally, in present- 
ing the Roman Catholic point of 
view, agreed with Professor Mar- 
tin on the fundamental issues. He 
emphasized the importance of the 
sign of the cross, as it is the only 
visual ns^well as ..verbal sprayer. 

"Anything we do in an attempt 
to conform to the will of God is 
a prayer", Professor McNally 
stated. The attitude of prayer is 
much more important than the 
kneeling or*the words themselves, 
he continued. "Wo pray because 
we realize our complete depend- 
ence on God, and we acknowledge 
that dependence. 

The different methods of pray- 
er were then described by Pro- 
fessor McNally. He suggested 
that we might pray by offering up 
our day to the Lord; by practic- 
ing self-denial and self discipline, 
and by doing good for others. Both 
Professors ended their talks in 
an appeal to the students that 
they pray more often.

Everyone knows the significance of July I or July 4. Most of us even recoil 
that October 12 is Columbus Day. But who will venture to say what event will be 
celebrated in three days — October 24? — No, we are not referring to the birthday 
of Anthony van Leeuwenhoek, or to the completion of the first transcontinental 
telegraph line. 

We would not have hod to be reminded nine years ago. October 24 was a 
very important day for the world then. It expressed the longing and hopes of all 
mankind, grown wise from the experience of the "untold sorrow" that is twentieth 
century war. But time's anaesthesia gradually dulls painful memories, and one forgets. 
Only the occasional specialist remembers that October 24 is United Nations Day. 

The United Nations seemed as ineffectual to me ps it does to a great many 
of us last April when I decided to apply for admission to the United Nations 'Student 
Interne Programme. I was hoppy, of course/ to be eventually selected as the Canadian 
representative, but I was pretty sceptical when I reported to Mr. G.N.T. Widdrington, 
Chief of the Interne Programme, at U.N. Headquarters on July 9 

Together with 46 other students from about 30 countries, I attended meetings 
of Councils and Committees, participated in daily lectures and discussions given by 
■ vorious Division heads of the Secretariat, and worked at my particular assignment 
— doing research and writing for the United Nations Review. 

" At the end of the summer I was 
convinced of the impoctance of the 
U.N. and its Specialized Agencies. 
No matter how much its role has 
diminished in world affairs; no 
matter how seemingly futile and 
endless its discussions, I was con- 
vinced that, in the long run, the 
U.N. offers what, is virtually our 
only chance for survival. 

HANDICAPPED 
As Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjuld states in the 
prefatory remarks to his ninth 
report, the U.N. is severely 
handicapped by several factors. 
"Almost half the countries of 
Europe arc absent from the 
council tables", (while) "peo«

and Works Agency, the United Na- 
tions Children's Fund, Technical 
Assistance, and the Non-Goveni' 
mental Organizations.

Paying a one day Hying, unoffi- 
cial visit to Montreal yesterday, 
vras the famous Russian sniper, 
Liudmila Favlichenko, who hai 
300 Nazis to her credit. Miss Pav- 
lichentco, who was commissioned 
by .the Russian Army, and was 
awarded the Order of Lenin, the 
highest decoration her country 
can bestow, was tired after her 
trip through the United States and 
Canada. 

She, with her colleague snipers, 
Vladimir Pchelintsev, who has 162 
'%dead Nazis out of 164 bullets to 
his credit, and Nikolai Krasav- 
chenko, leader ot the Moscow 
Youth Organization stopped at a 
downtown hotel. 

Very Pretty 

Miss Pavlichenko looked- very 
pretty dressed in a raccoon coat 
and brown hat. She had a small 
amount of make-up on which was 
very well applied. This last is an 
addition to Miss Pavlichenko's out- 
lit since her arrival in . America 
two months ago. In spite of her 
prettihèss, there was a serious- 
ness and determination in her face 
which was plainly visible. Her 
companion, Lieut Pchelintsev, is 
a 23 year old senior officer in the 
Kussiflin' Army. Miss Pavlichenko 
is herself only 2G. 

At The White House 

During August she was a guest 
at the White House in Washing- 
ton, and addressed the Interna- 
tional Student Assembly there. 
- She attended a rally in Toronto 
last month where she was awarded 
a Canadian rifle to show the ad- 
miration of Canadian soldiers for 
lier K!»llant work in Russia, 

Lieut. Pavilchenko fought in the 
defense of a number of Russian 
cities and later she instructed a 
school of Russian snipers. Her 
students have thus far shot over 
2,600 Nazis and are still going 
strong. 

To look at Miss Pavlichenko, 
, one would never know she had 
been wounded four times. When 
asked during her stay in New 
iYork what it felt like to shoot so 
many Germans, she answered: 
"What does a human being feel 
A killing poisonous snakes? Noth- 
ing." 

Uniform And Medals 

Although she was not in uni- 
form yesterday she usually ap- 
pears in her skirted high-boot uni- 
form with her officer's cap and 
medals. During her stay in Ameri- 
ca news reached her ears about 
certain comments of American 
women. She answered firmly: 

v. "One woman even criticized the 
length of thé^skirt of my uniform, 
saying that American women wear 
shorter skirts and besides my 
uniform made me look fat. This 
made me angry. I wear my uni- 
form with honor. It has the Order 
of Lenin on it. It has been covered 
^ with the blood of battle."
